Among the questions the depart­ 
ment wishes answered 
are: The 
number of fourth-class parcels mail­ 
ed daily by prospective 
eutomers; 
what the average 
number 
will be 
when the parcels post law 
becomes 
effective; 
their average weight and 
size; 
the proportion of the total 
number for local delivery; whether 
mailing will be daily or at stated in­ 
tervals 
and 
in 
what 
quantities; 
whether the parcels will be insured; 
whether registered; whether perish­ 
able or fragile, and what percentage 
will be sent C. O. D. when that fea­ 
ture is stalled. 
Mr. Frazee said he had no infor­ 
mation 
from the 
department re­ 
garding the operation of the system 
in this zone. 
However, he was of 
the opinion that no extra help would 
be required in the postoffice. 
The government has advertised for 
bids on 
mortoreycles, 
and 
these 
probably will be used for city deliv­ 
eries. Additional carriers will be re­ 
quired for this work. 
Indianapolis practically is in the 
center of the first zone in 
Indiana, 
and it is believed all deliveries will 
be made from the office for that part 
of the zone outside of the city. Ac­ 
cording to maps issued by the gov­ 
ernment. Hanghville is the center of 
the Indianapolis zone. 
The first zone practically is square 
and covers a radius of fifty miles. 
The zone has nine units, and it is 
figured that each of these units is 
about fifteen miles wide. 
While the Indianapolis zone 
cov­ 
ers a territory of practically fifty 
miles, it is possible to send parcels 
post matter to cities in other zones 
at the same rate, provided the unit 
in which the zone is situated over­ 
laps the Indianapolis zone. 
As an example it 
is 
cited 
that 
goods for delivery out of Indianapo­ 
lis may be sent to 
North 
Vernon, 
more than fifty miles distant, but in 
a unit that overlaps the Indianapo­ 
lis 
zone. 
Some 
of the principal 
cities in this section of the state are 
included in the 
Indianapolis 
zone, 
according to maps that have beep 
prepared. 
These

Rushville, Shelbyville, Anderson, Tip­ 
ton, Kokomo, Lafayette, Greensburg, 
Bloomington, Bloomfield Spencer and 
Greencastle.

Crude Objects With •‘Millinery" Found 
Far Under Mounds of Younger Na­ 
tion—Almost a Thousand Pieces In 
the Collection. 


Relics of the oldest civilization on 
the American continent have 
been 
placed iii Columbia university. New 
York. 
The exhibition consists of bro­ 
ken figures and fragments of potter)’ 
which were found by the International 
School of Archaeology and Ethnology 
in Mexico city in the course of research 
in the Yalley of Mexico. 
The codec j 
tion is made up of almost 1,000 pieces 
and illustrates the sequence of cultural 
types in the valley of Mexico as work­ 
ed out preceding and during the Az- 
tees’ occupation of the valley. 
Professor Franz Boas of the depart­ 
ment of anthropology at Columbia be­ 
lieves the excavations of the school 
have turned up specimens used by 
primitive peoples and practically all 
of the pottery is well advanced. Many 
of the heads of the figures are covered 
with wonderful hats and headdresses. 
some of which have their counterpart 
in millinery of today. 
As a rule, the J 
figures are very small and have been 
rolled by the water of a river long 
since buried. 
The fiends found in this river bottom 
were made by hand. 
Ejes and orna-J 
m ents o f the body consist of little Del- j 


lets of clay added to the figure itself. 
Clothing, too, was stuck on the figure 
in the same way and remains only in 
fragments. 
Most of the figures bear 
evidence of having been painted. 
That considerable time has elapsed 
since the depositing of the layers on 
the old river bed is made evident by 
the fact of the collection of twenty- 
six feet of surface soil and conditions 
are such it is almost certain the geog­ 
raphy and topography of the counyw 
in aud around what is now Mexico 
City have changed very considerably. 
Report on the Discoveries. 
This in part is a roi*>rt which the 
Archaeological school lias made in ref­ 
erence to the discoveries: 
The bottom of tho valley Is composed of 
a thick layer of decomposed tufa, which 
Is much used for making firebricks and 
sun dried bricks. Scattered over the sur­ 
face are found large and small mounds, 
all of which contain archaeological Re­ 
mains. They are generally erected over a 
floor of a few’ layers of pebbles. All these 
and the surrounding surface soil contain 
remains characteristic of the Aztec peri­ 
od. 
It is evident, therefore, that these 
mounds were erected by the Aztecs and 
that they lived in the valley of Mexico 
during the period when the surface layer 
of the soil was deposited. 
Descending farther down, the remains 
become a little less frequent, but they re­ 
tain the same character until a depth of a 
little over twenty feet from the surface 
has been reached. 
In the hard decom­ 
posed tufa of this layer human bones are 
found every now and then, but no com­ 
plete skeletons 
In one place a large stone 
slab was encountered which covered the 
remains of a deer. 
At a depth of twenty-one feet the char­ 
acter of the soil changes quite suddenly 
In place of the decomposed tufa we find 
coarse gravel arranged in such a way as 
to show’ that a river used to flow here 
The thickness of the river deposits Is 
about seven feet. 
All the remains found 
in this layer have been rolled by water. 
The type which they represent is quite 
different from the type of the preceding 
stratum . 
The pottery is thick, and al­ 
though a large number of heads are found 
here also, they are much ruder and show 
a different technique.

Mexico City, Nov. 30.—According to 
news of the disaster which is just fil­ 
tering into the capital, thousands of 
persons were killed in the rural dis­ 
tricts of Mexico by the earthquake 
which rocked the entire republic a 
week aco. and thousands of others are 
d>ing of starvation and doomed by 
discase as a result of the widespread 
devastation. News has bec ti received 
from the city of Avantlay, where more 
than 1,000 were kill* d.

about 12:30 today. Mail from the 
we'st was also late in arriving. 


Freight train No. flO. west-bound, 


and an .extra freight trainjs. east- 
bound, were Under orders to; pass^at 
Bpownsville.; Either .through forger-, 
fulness or faihju; to.read the orde.rs 
properly, the engineer of .the extra 
did not stop at Brownsville, but .went 
uhead at full speed, and train No. 90, 
which was also going at full speed, 
met the extra a mile east of Brown- 
ville. 
A steep grade -and a curve 


prevented the engineers from seeing 
each other's trains until it was too 
late to stop. 


Four of the cars on each, train 


were smashed in the crash and rolled 
down an embankment. Some of the 
cars contained live stock—cattle and 
hogs—and those that escaped injury 
were soon running over the adjacent 
fields • The other wrecked cars con- 
tained merchandise. 


Both engines were badly wrecked, 


and it required crews from Dayton

UNEARTHED IN RIVER BED, 


Crude Objects With "Millinery" Found 


Far Under Mounds of Younger Na- 
tion—Almost a Thousand Pieces In 
the Collection. 


Belies of the oldest civilization on 


the American continent have been 
placed in Columbia university. New 
York. The exhibition consists of bro- 
ken figures and fragments of pottery 
which "were found by the International 
School of Archaeology and Ethnology 
In Mexico city In the course of research 
in the Valley of Mexico. 
The collec- 


tion is made up of almost 1,000 pieces 
and illustrates the sequence of cultural 
types in the valley of Mexico as work- 
ed out preceding and during the Az- 
tecs' occupation of the valley. 


Professor Franz Boas of the depart- 


ment of anthropology at Columbia be- 
lieves the excavations of the school 
have turned up specimens used by 
primitive peoples and practically all 
of the pottery is well advanced. Many 
of the heads of the figures are covered 
with wonderful hats and headdresses. 
Eome of which have their counterpart 
in millinery of today. As a rule, the 
figures are very small and have been 
rolled by the water of a river long 
since burled.

That considerable time has elapsed 


since the depositing of the layers «n 
the old river bed Is. made evident ^y 
the fact of the collection of twenty- 
six feet of surface soil and conditions 
are snch it i» almost certain the geog- 
raphy and topography of the country 
in and around what is now MexRo 
City have changed very considerably. 


Report on the Discoveries. 


This in part is a report which the 


Archaeological school has made in ref- 
erence to the discoveries: 


The bottom of the valley is compose* ipt 


a thick layer of decomposed tufa, which 
is much used for making firebricks ami 
sun dried bricks. Scattered over the sw- 
face are found large and small mounds, 
all of which contain archaeological Re- 
mains. They are generally erected over a 
floor of a few layers of pebbles. All these 
and the surrounding surface soil, contain 
remains characteristic of the Aztec peri- 
od. It is evident, therefore, that these 
mounds were erected by the Aztecs and 
that they lived in the valley of Mexico 
during the period when the surface layer 
of the soil was deposited. 
Descending farther down, the remains 


become a little less frequent, but they re- 
tain the same character until a depth of a 
little over twenty feet from the surface 
has been reached. In the hard decom- 
posed tufa of this layer human bonea are 
found every now and then, but no COB- 
plete skeletons. In one place a large stone 
slab was encountered which covered the 
remains of a deer. 
At a depth of twenty-one feet the char- 
acter of the soil changes quite suddenly. 
In place of the decomposed tufa we find 
coarse gravel arranged in such a way aa 
to show that a river used to How here. 
The thickness of the river deposits is 
about seven feet All the remains found 
in this layer have been rolled by water. 
The type which they represent is quite 
different from the type of the preceding 
stratum. The pottery is thick, and, al- 
though a large number of heads are tound 
here also, they are much ruder and show 
a different technique.

disease as a result of the widespread 
devastation. News has been received 
from the city of Acambay, where more 
than 1,000 were killed. Acambay had 
a population of 7,000.

town was razed.

Three hundred men, women and 


children were1 attending morning macs 
in the Catholic church when the quake 
happened, and less than a dozen were 
taken from the ruins alive. Not a 
single building within a radius of 
many miles of the city escaped de- 
struction, according to government ad- 
vices. 


A survivor of the catastrophe at 


Acambay who has just arrived he-e 
tells graphically of the awful plight of 
the victims of the tremor. The quak;, 
he said, dried all the wells, springs 
and streams in the region, and the 
only water the survivors could get 
was from scattered stagnant pools, 
the use of which scon spread disease 
and death. None of the dead in the 
wrecked buildings was taken out. and

They had seen their 
generals kill themselves on the field 
of battle and their officers flee, yet 
they could still fight, rather than sur- 
render, when the Serbs came up to 
them at Dibra. At Durazzo, on the 
other hand, there was a fresh garrison 
well provisioned which surrendered 
without firing a shot. 
The Serbs 


swaggered into the city and their gen- 
eral sent a telegram, a direct slap at 
Austria: "We now have occupied Dur- 
azzo for perpetuity." 


Europe is being kept in a state of 


nervous tension by the "preparations 
for eventualities" which the powers 
directly interested in the Balkan sir- 
nation are making, and hy Servia's 
contemptuous attitude toward Aus- 
tria's prohibition against the occupa- 
tion by the smaller state of a seaport 
on the Adriatic. According to reports 
reaching here from Vienna, she is 
mobilizing her army on the Austrian 
frontier for the protection of her ter- 
ritory.

the same. For two pounds the roeal 


•Vyite is 6 cents and the none rate 8 
cents. The local rate increases 1 
cent a pound and 2 cents a pound 
for the zone. The maximum weight 
of any package is eleven pounds. 


It must be understood that the lo- 


cal rate does not apply to Rushyille 
alone, but to- all territory in Rush 
county that is served by rural deliv- 
eries. The rates to other zones in- 
crease with the mileage traveled. For 
example, a one-pound package in- 
tended for the second zone, which
